‘Critic Denounces 
Current Trends 
Tn Movie Making 


Films such as “My Pair 
| Lady” and “The Sound of Mu- 
sic” are a poisonous influence 
on the movie world today, ex- 
|plained Pauline Kael, film crit- 
ic and author of “I Lost It at 
the Movies," at Monday's Hon- 
ors Colloquium . 

Speaking on the “creative bus- 
iness," the speaker said that at- 
tempt for artistic expression has 
been overshadowed by the pro- 
ducer's search for commercial 
| Suceess. 

Miss Kael went on to say that 
the cinema exhausts the view- 
ers by using the techniques of 
television where everything is 
thrown in the audience's lap. 
The “fun movie" concept re- 
|quires no thought, she said, 
Movie makers are using the 
words ‘Pop"’ and “‘Camp" in de- 
fense of their work against the 
heavy fusilade that the critics 
are firing, 

After describing “Dovtor Zhi- 
vago” as “dead,”" she backed 
up her harsh comments on the 
heavy box office favorites. “The 
Sound of Music," although well 
engineered, she continued, is 
ickening, for it attempls to 
squeeze emotion out of the audi- 
ence by using every trick known 
to the motion picture world. 

Current films are far from 
reality and are inferior to the 
early movies, which, through

| What’s What 
th Who's Who? 


Before URI selects its members of “Who's Who 
in American Colleges and Universities,” let's take 
a look at what's what. 

Two major questions must be answered; Who 
will select the seniors to be honored? What criteria 
‘will the selections committee use in choosing them? 

None of the proposals voiced at the Student 
Senate meeting Monday night are acceptable. The 

first proposal was that “prominent seniors” be mem- 

bers of the selection committee. This places them in 
the position of selecting themselves. The second pro- 
posal was that “prominent juniors” be members of 
the selections committee. The hazard here is that 
these students are not apt to be well acquainted with 
the qualifications of students who should be con- 
sidered. The third proposal was that all members of 
the senior class participate in electing seniors to 

“Who's Who.” This could result in candidates being 

chosen according to popularity, rather than their 

merit. 

The selections committee should not include stu- 
dents. An alternative plan would establish a commit- 
tee including: the president of the University; the 
dean of men; the dean of women; the director of 
the Memorial Union; the adviser of the Student 
Senate; the president of the Faculty Senate; the vice- 
president for student affairs and the vice president 
for academic affairs. These people would be familiar 
with the qualifications of the students being con- 
sidered and would be less apt to harbor prejudices 
based on personality and departmental and organiza- 
tional! affiliations. 

Revising the selections board is only half the bat- 
tle, The selections process must be meaningful so 
that students chosen may be justly proud of their 
selection. This means that the committee must base 
its decisions on more thorough analysis of the list 
of organizations to which a student belongs and the 
titles which he holds. The decision must be based 
on his academic average, his actual aecomplish- 
ments and his overall contribution to the University 
community. This process is a slow one, but the final 
selection will be highly significant, 
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is one 
ated 
if Nations 


its purpose. To put it rather 
bluntly, the issue is a sociologi- 
cal one: the one of minority. 
versus majority. It is too much 
to expect a stream to change 
its course, and even to stop for 
a while, to appreciate the peb- 
bles that may be laying around. 

Most of her comments, how- 
ever, are quite pertinent, The 
fuss defined as orientation (In 
this free society things are so 
different. . .cte."") does grate up- 
on one’s nerves.

ethos — in the inner circles of 
our friendships that, by and 
large, contain Americans too 
By necessity, we foreigners have 
to be made of a sterner fiber, 








lest we should break up under 
the heavy stress that we will be/ 
called upon to face up to once | 
having entered this country. To| 
expect Americans to help us at) 
this level is rather naive. f 

There are problems, and real! 
ones too. Miss Losa has done a 
good job in writing about some | 
of them.

“Americanized” himself under 
pressure is responsible for his 
own decisions. I wonder how

Of course this problem of re- 
taining one’s identity, of being 
called and understood by one’s 
name is not only restricted to 
foreign students at URI, All in- 
dividuals of all societies must 
deal somehow with this. And 
such individuals find no “mis- 
understanding" about position 
with the majority.
